Summary of reasons for decision: 

The magazine needs restriction to adults because of its sexual content. The magazine contains 
sexualised images of naked women and numerous pages of website, classified and telephone sex 
advertisements. Children and young persons do not have the maturity or experience to deal with 
explicit sexual material intended for an adult audience, particularly material that presents women 
in a moderately degrading, dehumanising and demeaning manner. This type of material is likely to 
have a negative effect upon young people in the process of forming sexual attitudes and 
behaviours by providing such a degree of information on adult sexual activity and attitudes 
before they are adults themselves. 

This restriction interferes with the right to freedom of expression as set out in sl4 of the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. This limitation is demonstrably justified in a free and democratic 
society, given the likely injury to the public good if it was available to children and young persons.
